With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  .Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority  in  supervising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services 
provided  under  this  Act.

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning 
discoloured  water  in  the  Saltburn  Road  and  Britannia  Terrace/The  Avenue  areas 
of  Brotton.  These  complaints  were  passed  to  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Water  Board  who  took  several  samples  for  analysis. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the 
Board  stating  that  the  discolouration  was  due  to  a  small  amount  of  Aluminium 
Sulphate  passing  through  the  filters  at  Scaling  Dam.  Although  of  low 
concentration,  this  tends  to  build  up  in  the  ends  of  mains  and  settle  out 
from  the  water  to  form  the  brown  deposit,  which  although  unsightly,  does  not 
present  any  health  hazard. 

An  additional  treatment  plant  is  now  being  constructed  to  deal  with 
this  problem  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  early  1966. 

Unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  private  supply  which  serves 
10  houses  at  Aysdalegate.  The  owners  were  advised  to  filter  all  water  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

The  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  restricted  the  use  of  water 
by  prohibiting  the  washing  of  private  vehicles  and  the  watering  of  private 
gardens  by  hosepipe.  The  shortage  was  due  to  the  below-average  rainfall. 

New  mains  were  laid  for  new  housing  development  in  Marske  Lane  (Part  2), 
Skelton,  and  Layland  Road,  North  Skelton  and  for  further  housing  development 
in  Waveney  Road,  Skelton. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

With  the  exception  of  outlying  houses  and  farms  and  the  village  of 
Moorsholm,  the  district  is  served  by  public  sewers  discharging  to  the  sea. 
Sewage  disposal  works  owned  by  the  Council  receive  the  sewage  from  the  village 
of  Moorsholm.  These  works  are  inadequate  and  new  sev/age  disposal  works  are 
to  be  provided  in  the  near  future.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


The  above  Act  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people 
employed  in  these  premises.  Certain  sections  of  the  Act,  including  the 
requirement  to  register  premises,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1964,  whilst 
most  of  the  main  provisions  became  lav/  on  the  1st  August,  1964. 

The  Act  applies  generally  to  all  offices,  shops  and  most  railway  buildings 
near  the  permanent  way,  in  which  at  least  one  person  is  employed.  The  general 
provisions  in  respect  of  public  buildings,  offices  and  shops  in  factories,  and 
railway  premises  in  this  area  are  enforced  by  II.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  This 
Council  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  main  provisions  in  respect  of  all  other 
offices  and  shops.  The  sections  of  the  Act  relating  to  means  of  escape  and  other 
fire  provisions  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Authority. 

Premises  where  only  self-employed  people  work  do  not  come  within  the  scope 
of  the  Act,  nor  do  businesses  where  the  only  people  employed  are  immediate 
relatives  of  the  employer.  Mobile  offices  and  shops  are  also  exempt. 

The  general  requirements  of  the  Act  deal  with  cleanliness,  room  space, 
temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities, 
drinking  water,  accommodation  for  clothing,  seating  arrangements ,  seats  for 
sedentary  workers,  eating  facilities  and  other  matters  such  as  handrails, 
construction  of  floors,  steps,  lifts,  etc.,  machinery  and  first  aid  equipment. 

It  is  intended  to  make  regulations  during  1965  prescribing  standards  concerning 
the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities.

PIOUS  ING 


Many  houses  in  North  Skelton  were  damaged  by  subsidence.  The  centre  of 
damage  appeared  to  be  in  tlie  Bolckow  Street/V/harton  Street  area,  and  a  survey 
of  all  houses  in  both  those  streets  and  William  Street  was  carried  out  in 
April.  Of  147  houses  inspected,  121  were  found  to  be  damaged.  Generally 
speaking,  damage  was  slight.  In  a  few  houses  cracks  appeared  in  walls,  floors 
etc.,  but  in  most  cases  the  main  damage  was  to  plasterwork,  windows  and  doors. 
The  estimated  costs  of  repair  ranged  from  £1  up  to  £85.  The  total  amounted  to 
£l,55o.  Details  were  passed  to  the  mine-owners,  Messrs.  Dorman  Long  (Steel) 
Ltd. ,  who  made  payments  to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  houses  affected  on 
the  basis  of  the  figures  supplied  'ey  us. 


Following  further  reports,  a  second  survey  was  made  of  all  the  houses  in 
North  Skelton  later  in  the  year.  It  was  found  that  certain  houses  which  had 
shown  subsidence  damage  on  the  first  survey  had  suffered  further  damage,  and 
houses  in  Diehard  Street,  Hailway  Terrace  and  Holmbeck  Load  had  also  been 
affected.  Again,  there  appeared  to  have  been  only  slight  movement  and  the 
damage  generally  was  superficial.  l4o  houses  were  involved  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  repair  came  to  £1,671*  Details  of  this  second  survey  were  passed  to 
Dorman  Long.

The  owner  of  the  herd  gave  an  undertaking  that  until  further  notice, 
the  milk  from  the  eight  affected  cows  would  be  subjected  to  pasteurisation 
before  it  was  sold  to  the  public,  and  in  the  event  of  it  being  sold  wholesale, 
it  would  be  sold  on  condition  that  it  was  subjected  to  pasteurisation  by  the 
purchaser. 

This  farmer  no  longer  retails  ra w  milk.  All  his  milk  is  now  sold  to 
a  pasteuriser. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the 
Council.  Two  slaughterhouses  are  being  used  for  cue  slaughter  of  animals  for 
sale  outside  the  area  in  addition  to  local  trade. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  showed  another  increase  - 
13 , 666  as  compared  v/ith  13,396  in  1363  and  12,975  in  1962.  One  thousand 
five  hundred  and  thirty  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  including 
regular  Sunday  and  evening  visits.  In  addition,  thirty  visits  were  made  to 
slaughterhouses  outside  the  area  under  arrangements  with  Saltburn  and  Mari 
U.D.

The  sample  of  Piccalilli  was  found  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  contain 
of  sugar.  On  the  label  attached  to  the  jar,  ;?sugar”  was  placed  second  on  the 
list  of  ingredients  whereas  to  comply  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  195m? 
it  should  have  been  placed  fifth.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  che 
manufacturer  who  was  eventually  cautioned  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 


CLEAN  AIR 

No  complaint  of  smoke  nuisance  was  received  during  the  year . 


RODENT  CONTROL 

A  new  rodent  operator  was  appointed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  In 
addition  to  rodent  control  work  he  carries  out  other  duties  for  the  Surveyor 
and  Clerk’s  Departments.  The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  once  and  only 
light  infestations  were  found  in  a  few  areas.  The  Council's  tips  were  kept 
under  constant  supervision  and  minor  infestations  dealt  with  on  several 
occasions . 

•’Warfarin”  has  been  used  to  treat  all  the  infestations  during  1964.  This 
poison  gives  very  good  results  and  the  technique  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  followed.
